RIGHT  THROUGH YATES  TO  VIEW 
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SIX  weeks  of  high-fanking  discussions 
between  the  Western  nations  and 
Russia  over  the  settlement  of  divided 
Issues  in  Germany  and  elsewhere  on  the 
Continent  seem  to  have  produced  itb  real 
change  of  attitude  at  the  Kremlin.  In 
Berlin,  in  Poland  and  In  the  Balkans  it  is 
the  same  story*,  one  of  unmasked  force 
being  carried  with  a high  hand.  The 
Western  nations,  no  doubt,  expected  some 
form  of  concerted  reply  to  the  Marsliall  Plan 
for  the  rehabilitation  of  Europe  and  were 
ready  for  that.  U is  doubtful,  however. 
If  anyone  was  prepared  for  the  degree  of 
obstruction  and  barracking  which  has 
taken  pl^Ce. 

In  Berlin  the  record  has  been  clear  and 
unfavorable.  Failure  to  repair  a bridge 
m Russian  hands  was  used  as  the  excuse 
to  terminate  railway  traffic.  The  roads 
came  next  under  the  ban  through  a variety 
of  forms  of  suddenly  imposed  "Inspections." 
When  the  alr-llft  was  devised  to  meet  the 


food  and  fuel  emergencies  of  the  moment 
means  were  found  to  interfere  with  that. 
Next  followed  the  strengthening  of  the 
police  under  Russian  control;  open  bids  to 
the  Germans  to  patronize  the  Russian 
sector;  the  stimulated  confusion  over  the 
currency  issue;  and,  most  recently,  the 
rioU  at  the  Berlin  city  hall  and  the  arrest 
there  of  police  officers  who  would  not  sing 
the  Russian  tune. 

Coupled  with  this  has  been  an  Intensify- 
ing degree  of  suppression  In  the  satellite 
nations  on  Russia’s  flanks,  maiKed  In- 
stances of  which  showed  In  Caecho-Slovakla 
and  more  lately  Poland.  Further  west 
there  has  been  the  action  of  Communist 
unions  in  Italy,  France  and  elsewhere  in 
attempts  to  bring  work  to  a halt;  flat  failure 
to  agree  on  the  opening  of  the  Danube  to 
ail-nation  traffic;  and  the  peculiar  brush 
over  Tito  and  the  Cominform.  It  all  adds 
up  to  non-co-operation  in  the  rehabilitation 
of  Europe,  in  spite  of  pledges  made  before 
the  United  Nations  by  Russia. 


British  Columbia  Case  Will  Be~  Heard 

After  a good  many  years  of  refusal,  mounlainou 
British  Columbia's  protest  against  the  lop  scale  am 


mountain  differential  on  rail  freights 
In  Canada  will  now  be  heaid  The  Board 
of  Transport  Commissioners  has  put  the 
application  on  its  docket  and  this  Province 
will  speak  to  it  before  the  present  season 
has  t>assed.  That  is  the  only  opportunity 
that  British  Columbia  needs.  It  has  a 
CleaffCUt  case,  buttressed  by  many  years 
In  which  the  anomalous  charge  only  be- 
came moi,p  inequitable. 

The  Initial  attempt  to  recover  from 
British  Columbia  and  contlnguous  prov- 
inces the  cost  of  railway  construction  and 
operation  over  the  Rocky  Mountains  has 
been  fantastic  from  the  start.  If  that 
principle  were  to  hold,  rail  freights  would 
go  by  gradients,  and  not  by  the  bulk  and 
class  of  goods  moved.  The  flat  Prairies 
would  be  entitled  to  bed-rock  rates, 


mountainous  provinces  would  draw  the 
top  scale  and  so  forth.  A trans-continental 
railway  Is  a nation-wide  enterprise  or  it 
Is  nothing.  The  attempt  to  secllonallie 
Canada  in  this-f!hsblun  simply  has  not 
worked. 

British  Columbia’s  interest  in  the  matter 
is  acute  because  of  the  current  battle  over 
general  freight  rates.  Increases  have  al- 
ready been  granted  by  the  Transport  Board 
to  the  railways  over  the  protests  of  seven 
provinces.  If  these  increases,  and  perhaps 
more  on  top  of  tliem,  were  to  be  applied 
Indefinitely  over  and  above  the  existing 
mountain  differential,  this  Province  would 
be  placed  under  still  further  handicap  in 
trading  in  Canada.  There  is  neither  war- 
rant nor  excuse  for  that.  As  the  dif- 
ferential argument  goes  under  formal  re- 
view the  repeated  pledge  of  the  Administra- 
tion at  Ottawa  to  remove  this  uneven 
penalty  will  not  be  forgotten.

stricted  circulation  of  so-called  "comic” 
books  making  heroes  out  of  criminals  and 
tending  to  belittle  law  and  law-enforcement 
has  been  added  the  weight  of  the  Union 
of  British  Columbia  Municipalities.  The 
union  apparently  is  willing  to  see  the 
Dominion  or  the  Provincial  Government, 
or  both,  go  the  length  of  banning  noisome 
brand.s  of  publication.^. 

Such  an  outcry  as  has  been  heard  all 
over  the  continent  in  recent  montlw  should 
not  be  Ignored  by  those  in  Ottawa  and  in 
the  prpvinces  responsible  for  the  protection 
of  morals.  Censorship  is  a drastic  remedy; 
but  that  seemingly  is  what  the  public  wants. 
Reported  efforts  by  publishers  of  crime 
magazines  to  Impose  voluntary  restraints 


have  failed  to  produce  any  noticeable  Im- 
provement in  tile  standard  of  periodicals 
flooding  some  newsstands,  and  since  some- 
thing obviously  should  be  done,  it  wduid 
appear  that  the  force  of  law  should  be  In- 
voked. 

At  the  same  time,  no  volume  of  laws  can 
exempt  parents  from  their  primary  respon- 
sibility to  see  that  discipline  begins  in  the 
home,  in  reading  as  in  other  influences  that 
go  to  build  up  citizenship.  That  is  a respon- 
sibility they  should  not  attempt  to  slough 
off  by  blaming  the  "comics”  every  time 
Johnny  is  a bad  boy.  Unfortunately  there 
is  an  Increasing  tendency  on  the  part  oT 
parents  to  shirk  thi.s  duty  and  to  leave 
essential  elements  of  their  children's  up- 
bringing to  the  schools  and  the  paid  guar- 
, dians  of  public  morals^  Character,  like 
charity,  begins  at  home.

This  gives 
a fine  chance  to  the  locals  to  hl-Jack  prices,  when

London. -Mr.  Trygve  Lie’s  annyal 
report  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  United  Nations  Is  this  year  In- 
evitably a rather  ciieerltss  document. 

For  the  record  of  the  last  12  monllvi 

shows  how.  at  every  turn  and  m 

evesy  direction,  the  work  of  UN  O.  n 
hampered  and  even  crippled  by  a deep 
rift  between  the  "two  camps  " 

This  was  something  entirely  unfore- 
seen when  the  Charter  was  drafted. 

The  whole  basis  of  the  Charier, 


lion  which  It  created,  was  that  there 
would  be  a general  unison,  a real 
spirit' of  co-operation,  betweeik  ni  n»- 
ber  states.  There  might  from  time  to 
Ume  be  occasion  to  deal  with  some 
unruly  and  turbulent  state  which  re- 
fused to  abide  by  the  decisions  of  Its 
Security  Council.  For  that  purpose 
the  council  would  be  equipped  with 
better  means  of  enforcing  the  will  of 
the  community  than  Its  predecessor, 
the  Council  of  the  League,  had  pos- 
sessed. 

But  nobody  doubted  that  the  coun- 
cil Itself  would  act  as  a world  body, 
exercising  Its  authority  Impartially 
for  the  general  good.  And  ironically 
enough,  there  was  a cheerful  assump- 
tion that  the  council  and  the  other 
"organs"  would  derive  much  of  their 
authority  and  effktlveness  from  the 
co-operaUon  of  the  great  powers. 

LARLY  DISASTER 

Yet,  from  the  very  beginning,  that 
co-operatton  did  not  exist.  Sharp 
differences  had  already  shown  them- 
selves even  before  the  first  meetings 
of  the  Security  Council  and  Assembly. 

It  was  a disaster  that  the  very  first 
sut«  to  be  the  subject  of  a complaint 
to  the  council  was  a great  power.  The 
whole  attitude  9!  the  Soviet  Govern- 
ment to  the  council  and  to  Its  fellow 
members  of  the  council  was  Inevllably 
affected  by  the  fact  of  having  been 
arraigned  before  U as  a disturber  of 
good  relations. 

Yet  the  development  which  came 
was  probably  in  any  case  Inevitable. 
For  it  as  an  axiom  of  Soviet  thought 
that  the  world  is  necessarily  divided 
into  two  conflicting  "camps.”  It  is  a 
doctrine  which  was  by  no  mean.s  first 
enunciated  when  the  "Cominform" 
was  esubllshid  In  1947.  It  runs 
through  all  the  canonical  expositions 
of  Leninism.  It  finds  a place  In  the 
first  constitution  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

Moreover.  It  is  a Soviet  doctrine 
that,  as  M.  Vyshinsky  frankly  told  the 
Danube  Conference  the  other  day, 
"law  Is  an  Instrument  of  politics  snd 
the  reverse  theory  is  untrue."  The 
conception  of  the  "rule  of  law"  Is  thus 
explicitly  repudiated  The  words  of 
the  Charter  about  the  "principles  of 
International  law  and  jusUce"  cease 
to  have  meaning  If  law  Is  simply  an 
\instrumenl  of  poliUcs." 

1 am  not  at  the  moment  arguing 
which  thesis  Is  right.  My  point  is  that 
It  is  obvious  that  if  within  such  an  or- 
ganlxaUon  as  U N O.  you  have  a group 
of  governments  which  regard  conflict 
between  themselves  and  the  rest  of  the 
world  as  "historically  necessary,"  and 
which,  furthermore,  regards  law  as  an 
Instrument  of  poliUcs,  then  the 
chances  of  any  effective  co-opcratlon 
must  be  very  small. 

SOVIET  UNION  FIRST 

It  Is  uue  that  both  Lenin  and  SUlln 
have  repeatedly  insisted  that  the 
existence  of  basic  conflict  does  not 
preclude  the  possibility,  on  grounds  of 
expediency,  of  agreements  or  of  co- 
operatlon  with  countries  of  the  other 
"camp  " If  such  co-operation  Is  con- 
sidered to  serve  the  policy  and  needs 
of  the  Soviet  Union,  then  It  will  be 
adopted.  Soviet  policy  Is  entirely 
self-regarding.  It  U.  In  Stalins 
words,  "orientated  towards  the 
U.8.8JR.  and  towards  the  U.8BR. 
alone.*' 

There  lies  one  hope  for  a change 
for  the  better  In  the  development  of 
U.N.O.  Mr.  Trygve  Lie  has  pointed  out 
the  Importance  of  Oermajiy.  "Noth- 
ing would  contribute  more  to  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  the  United  Nations  than 
a seUlemeni  of  the  German  problem." 
But  the  German  situation,  too,  is 
rather  a symptom  than  a cause  of  the 
trouble. 

If  Uie  Soviet  Govemment  were  to 
declde--as  It  has  done  at  certain  past 
pcrlods-Uiat  Uie  interesU  of  the  80-  ^ 
Viet  Union  require.  In  existing  cir- 
cumstances, ro-operatlon  rather  than 
open  conflict,  then  the  situation  will 
become  easier  and  U.N.O.  will  be  able 
—at  any  rale  In  some  measurp— to 
function. 

But  U it  oontlnues  to  consider,  as 
It  haa  for  the  post  couple  of  years,  that 
conflict  is  tactically  advantageous  at 
the  mom^t.  as  well  as  ‘’historically 
Inevitable"  In  the  U»ig  run,  than  the 
fourth  year  of  U.N  O.  Is  likely  to  be  os 
troubled  and  u full  of  frustrations  os 
iU  third  year.

OTTAWA.— When  Mr.  Bt.  Laurent 
chose  to  deny  that  Mike  Pearson 
would  enter  the  Cabinet  as  the  new 
Foreign  Minister,  correspondents  on 
Parliament  Hill  were  cynical.  They 
hedged  their'  stories  on  his  denial 
because  Mr.  qi.  Laurent  has  made 
similar  previous  denials  of  stories 
which  were  later  confirmed.  So  have 
other  politicians  in  Ottawa,  it  seems 
to  be  part  of  the  political  game. 

Mike  may  have  been  tempted  by  the 
Idea  that  five  years  from  now  he  would 
have  an  odds-on  chance  at  the  Liberal 
leadership,  and  that  he  might  become 
the  Prime  Minister;  it  would  probably 
require  a temptation  as  big  as  that  to 
lure  him  away  from  his  $17,300-a-year 
Job  as  Undersecretary  for  External 
Affairs  To  take  a Cabinet  Job  would 
also  mean  giving  up  the  rich  pension 
that  would  be  due  Pearsun  at  a not  too 
distant  date.  The  pension  would  prob- 
ably be  around  $10,000  a year. 

For  the  ordinary  man  there  Is  no 
such  security  in  the  rougb-and-lumble 
of  politics,  but  Mike  is  not  an  ordinary 
man  and  his  position  is  unique.  If  he 
quit  the  East  Block  tomorrow  there 
Is  no  doubt  that  he  could  command  a 
much'^lgger  salary  In  private  Industry 
in  either  Canada  or  the  United  Slates, 


or  elsewhere.  Pearson  Is  belter  known 
snd  more  respected  In  International 
affairs  that  any  other  Canadian  states- 
man or  politician  with  the  possible 
exception  of  Mr.  King  himself. 

. Correspondents  have  had  plenty  of 
reason  to  believe  that  Pearson  would 
one  day  enter  politics.  Stories  to  this 
effect  have  been  cropping  up  for  years; 
the  sort  of  story  that  Is  always  wall- 
ing confirmation.  Wlten  the  United 
States  Ambassador.  Hun.  Ray  Ather- 
ton. retired  a short  time  ago  a story 
spread  swiftly  on  Parliament  HUl  con- 
cerning a meeting  between  Atherton, 
8t.  Laurent  and  Pearson. 

It  happened  at  the  farewell  parly 
for  Mr.  Atherton  when  the  three  of 
thorn  were  standing  In  a group.  Bl. 
Laurent  Is  supposed  to  have  dropped 
hit  hand  on  Mikes  shoulder  and  re- 
marked to  the  ambassador;  "This  Is 
my  successor." 

And  there  wu  the  incident  that 
occurred  in  the  last  Parliament  when 
a Conservative  member  asked  If  It 
were  true  that  Pearson  was  going  to 
Russia  os  the  new  ambassador  to  that 
country.  Mr  St.  Laurent  replied 
gruffly  sometinng  to  the  effett  that 
Pearson  would  remain  In  Canada 
where  he  was  needed  fit.  Laurent's 
words  seemed  almost  like  a rebuke  to 


Pearson  and  a newspaperman  later 
asked  the  Foreign  Minister  If  It  had 
been  meant  that  way. 

St.  Laurent  wa.s  reportedly  surprised 
at  the  quesUon  and  f«aid.  hastily, ‘\hat 
the  Interpretallun  was  wrong,  wrong. 
He  had  meant  that  Mike  was  the  best 
mart  m Canada  (or  the  work  he  was 
doing  In  the  Department  of  External 
Affairs  and  11  was  Intended  to  keep 
him  there. 

On  the  other  hand  Mike  himself 
has  always  told  us  that  he  would  not 
get  into  politics.  His  statements  were 
always  very  frank  on  this  subject.  Yet 
when  the  reports  were  spread  last  week 
that  he  would  enter  the  Cabinet,  Pear- 
son chose  to  hedge. 

"I  haven't  been  asked."  he  told  one 
correspondehl.  "I  have  nothing  to 
say."  he  told  another.  This  absence  of 
an  outright  denial  led  the  correspond- 
ents to  Interpret  the  story  as  being 
true— that  he  would  indeed  enter  the 
Cabinet. 

Aspiring  leaden  of  the  Liberal  Party^ 
men  who  have  served  the  party  long 
and  faithfully,  don't  like  Uie  idea  of 
Mike  getting  into  the  game.  He  has 
never  served  the  Liberals  directly,  and 
politicians  always  feel  that  the  re- 
wards of  politics  should  go  to  tha 
party  workers,  not  to  newcomers. 


Teacher  May  Spank  Now  Observation 


• Editorial  In  The  London  Free  Press) 


Teachers  in  dcuoil  and  ou 
pedagogues  of  the  older  school, 
must  be  rejoicing  now  that  they^  have 
been  given  authority  to  spank  ‘rebel- 
lious children.  For  the  first  Ume  In 
recorded  history  Detroit  teachers  have 
been  authorised  by  Board  of  Edu- 
caUon  to  use  a little  physical  force  In 
their  correcUonal  efforts. 

The  objective  of  the  board  is  the 
attainment  of  discipline-  the  basis  of 
educaUon.  With  this  highly  desirable 
end  in  view  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Arthur  Dondlneau  obeervei  that  under 
the  new  ruling  the  teacher  will  have 
the  same  right  as  the  parent  In  this 
respect.  However,  final  reiponslblllty 
is  to  rest  with  the  school  principal 
and  not  with  the  individual  teacher. 

In  an  earlier  day  before  we  had  been 
told  as  much  about  child  psychology, 
the  barrel  sUve  and  the,  woodshed 
session  were  universal  guides  and 
helps  towards  discipline  in  the  home 


and  in  school.  So  ardenUy  did  soine 
parents  believe  In  the  switch  that  It 
was  not  uncommon  fur  a boy  to  re- 
ceive a warming  up  by  the  Jreocher 
and  then  to  experience  another  when 
he  reached  home  and  Dad  heard 
alRiut  it.  It  may  have  been  unduly 
hard  on  the  youngsters,  but  It  effected 
discipline.  Now  and  then  It  was  over- 
done. * 

Detinit.  like  all  large  cities,  experi- 
ences a good  deal  of  Juvenile  misbe- 
havior. and  as  teachers  and  police 
authorities  usually  credit  much  of 
this  to  lack  of  discipline  In  the  home, 
the  new  authority  lor  school  teachers 
was  to  be  expected  It  will  be  inter- 
esting to  observe  the  result.  Corporal 
punishment  is  always  a two-edged 
sword.  It  has  to  be  used  with  Judg- 
ment, The  world  today  Is  sorely  In 
need  of  discipline,  and  If  this  experi- 
ment wUl  help  It  in  this  respect  It  U 
worth  trying.
